the fair. cannot hell or dispose of the 
exposition grounds, mortgage or e n ­ 
cum ber the property, or Issue bonds 
against It, without the consent of the 
legislature. The board hold* all of the 
property Controlled by It In trust for 
j the benefit of the people of the state, 
notwithstanding the fact that the pa­ 
r e r title is in the hoard, 
The membership of the hoard comes
